4 o'clock in the aftonxx i), und he 
gradually grow worM, bin n mainod cun- 
•cioua aliuoDt to the end. and died peace- 
fuUr. From the beginning of hb fllnew 
Judge Black belioTc^ he would never re- 
oorer, and waa perfectlr resigned. 

Mrs. .ludmj llhick, Lieutenant ( liaun- I 
cey F. Illack and wife, Ilfiiiy A. k, j 
Mr. and .Mrs. H.iru'^liy, A. l';ir pi Iht, 
and I'r. Mcisi'iilit lder were pri nl. 
Many l('|i,j;rariis of coudcdence have bi'en 
received, 'i'he funcr.il will take pl.ice on 
Tueedny at 5 p. ni. His reniuin)4 will be 
interred at I'njspect Hill Ck'nietety. Dr. 
Powerx, of tiie C'hristuin L'hureh, of 
Was^q^n, will probably ulliciale at the 
funeral. 

Shortly before Jud^c Black died heitaid 
to his wife, "How can I fen r to crows the 
dark river wln n my fatiier waits for nic 
on tlie otiier >hore'.'" and added, 
"Would 1 were as t-oinlortalde 
iihdUt all I leave belli iid un- 
tlnitihed in this world," .md then hre;ithe<i 
the foUowiing earne.st prayt r, '' O Tln.»n 
beloved and nio<t nuTciful heavenly 
Father, from whom 1 hod my being antl 
in whom I have ever ' triuted, if It be Thy 
will firrant that my aufiering entl, and that 
Ippeedilv be called home to Theo, and, 
oh, liodi bleu and oomfoit thee^ niv 
Mary." 

The immediate cansc of his death wa> 
toxRMnia, produced by ab-.oriitiou of re- 
tained uriu.iry i'oii>[itu« nls [)rior to tin 
ojieration of ThurMlay. i>r. .MeKennon, 
(if York, who had spunt the day with th: 
patient, noticed tlie appearance of un- 
favorable fyiMiitoni.s about four 4 o'clock. 
i>r. Meiaenhelder, of York, who relieved 
Dr. MoKennon aboatQ o'clock also noticed 
the change for the worse, and from tliai 
hour the Increasing gravity of his xyinp- 
toms indicated a gradual failure of all 
the vital forces. Judgw libx k sullered 
greatly during liis ilhnss, but his la-t 
niomeiitii Were w itii' >ut acute pain and ii>.' 
pa.ssed (Hiii'tlr away, retaiiiini; const ioiis- 
ness until witliin a few mujiiiciiIs ui hix 
death.

Pa. At eeventeen yean of age he enter- 
ed the law office of Cbauncey Forward, in 
gomeraet. and was admitted to the cuurto 
in 1830, nefore he had reached hix nia 
jority.

Abi>ut eigliteeii nioiitlw a;.'i) the dfad men 
becHiiie a partiu r in tlio well knowu sliip- 
ning house of Thomas J. Owens A Co. in 
South stri'ct. New York. Hiii father, at 
his death, left bit Mn over $200,000. The 
voung man was a faverite wherever 
lie was known, but, unfortunatlj, he be- 
came di8!<iuatcd and was aooa o Biere 
shadow of nia former self. For 



mon(ns the youn^ man tried in every war 
to build up his broken constitution. A 
few w. ( atro lie raiue to Salisbury, after 
havim; made a tour through the South 
lastiii.? several months. Here ho decirlcd 
to sp< nd a short time camping out, but 
(lid not soeiu to onjov him»elf. Op Tu^'s- 
day eveninj; Itist he sfarted to cross the lake 
with his negro attendant, when suddenly 
he stood up in the boat and piti-hed ^uto 
the water neiul first. It is tiiought that 
thcToungman, brooding over hia uncon- 
trollable appetite for strong drink, took 
this wny to end his misery. It ia befieTed 
that when his bodv is recovered the valua- 
ble jrwelry he bad with bim, and whicii 
the nejro is accuM-d of having stolen, will 
be found upon it. The colored man is 
greatly exciti'd over the (■har;;e aijainst 
liiiii, ancl loudly protests his iuiioceiue. 
The disaster has etieclually chucked the 
jollity of the merry party of New Yorkers 
with whom the young man was identilied.

This aci provi.kd 
that the jirociHHis of the sales of pulilii 
lands should be divided pr . r.ita a'lioii;; 
the States for m'IiooI puriio>.is. This waV 
d'lne for a yt nr or two, when, the .M> .xican 
war coining on, the demands on the Treas- 
ury increased und Congress suspended the 
operations of the act Since that time ii 
has never been resumed. All Stoteaezce|it 
New York and Tennessee applied for nmi 
received their share of the money duritu. 
the time the law was in operation, l^ 
centlyNew Y'ork applied for her sliart 
There is one question which seems likd' 
to seriously aflect the title of the Slate tn 
tile money. An act was pa.s.sfd in Jirie. 
l>7.s, rci|uiring those States still haviuL: 
claims of this nature to present ih>'i.i 
within live years. The claim of Xi-w York 
was presented in July, 1883, a few dav • 
afur the time fixed I17 Congress had ex- 
pired. Indications an, on Uie whole, uot 
extremely favorablo to tho Stato getting 
the sum without a special act of Con;;res.
